If it be thought, that ſome of the 
Sections are made of an inconvenient 
 Bength, by multiplying the Proofs, and lay too 
heavy a burthen upon the young learners, the 
| Aﬀair may be thus order a, at the diſcretion 
| of the Catechiſt : 1 have upon no Head ex- 
| ceeded the number of Four Proofs ; and- 
when there is ſuch choice, upon the firlt go- 
| ing over of the Catechiſm, the firſt Proof

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may be given, and at the ſecond time the 
ſecond; and*ſo on, where the number will 
bear it : By which meas they may all be di- 
ſpatched in a Tear, and the Children may

the Holy Scripture + and when any one of the

{his indeed was my principal aim, to furs 
niſh my young Pariſhioners with a ſtock of 
Divine 1z/trudtions; and to teach them by 
this Efſay the way of uſtag the Scriptures : + 
And though for good Reaſons, Thave me 
my Proofs wholly out of the New Teſta- 
ment,which is the proper ground of all Chri- 
ſtan DotFrine ; yet after this Pattern, they 
may improve all the parts of the Bible to 
Knowledge, and Piety, and Vertue. The 
Proofs which I have ſcletted from the great 
plenty before me; are ſct down in a Cateche- 
tical Form, and 14 words at length : becauſe 
the bare pointing to them by Marginal Re- 
ferences, hath not the due effe@ upon the ge- 
| nerality 
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merality of the People, for want of their dil;- 
| gence to conſult them : Whereas ſuch Paſſes: 
| ges inculcated to them in the Publick Aſſem- 
| blies, and laid up in their Memories, may 
| prove very inſtrumental (by the Grace of 
| God) to guide their Steps, and to preſerve 
| them a2ainſt Errour, aud Sin. The ſame
